In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 



appUcant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which appUcant rehes (i.e., rewriting a 
configuration of hnes memories that output a pixel matrix (see page 6 4^^ paragraph)) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
Hmitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant further argues that "there is no 
indication in the Fukuchi pubUcation of using FIFO memory for forming a matrix pixel" (see 
page 9). The examiner disagrees. For example, figure 9 in Fukuchi and its corresponding text 
portion described in paragraphs 31-32 refers to the use of FIFO memory for outputting a matrix 
pixel i.e., picture of 640x480 lines.
